These days Christmas puddings 
or plum pudding may be bought 
ready cooked and require only @ 
short period of steaming to reheat 
them before serving. Excellent as 
many of these are, there are still 
many housewives whe prefer to 
make their own and for them is 
published this recipe which came 
from England a great many years 
azo. 

Fruit puddings of this type 
should be made long enough ahead 
of time so that the flaver of the 
various ingredients may blend and 
ripen to perfection. 

Make your pudding this week in 
order to give it as mruch time as 
possible to ripen. Pudding made 
by this recipe will keep for six 
months, providing it is stored in 
a cool dry piace. 

Buglish Pium Pudding. 

Put three-quarters of a pound, 

of firm beef suet through the 


, meat chopper, using a fine knife. 


If the suet is chilled, it will chop 
readily without becoming greasy. 
Put this in a bowl and cream it 
with one cup of brown sugar. 

In another large bowl put four 
cups, of fine stale dry bread 
crumbs, -pour over them two cups 
of- scalded milk and let stand until 


, cool, Then add the beaten yolks of 


five. eggs, one pound of currants 
that have been well washed and 
drained, one pound ef seedless 
raisins, one-half pound of seeded 
raisins chopped, one-quarter pound 
each of shredded citron, candied 
orange and lemon peel 

Mix this, them add the suet and 
sugar, One cup of grapejuice and 
one cup of fiour gifted with two 
teaspoons of salt, one teaspoon 
nutmeg, two teaspoons cinnamon, 
one-half teaspeon cieves and ene 
teaspoen allispite . 


Mix thoroughly with a large} 
spoon and then stir in the whites 
of the eggs beaten stiff. 

Grease pudding molds and fill 
them two-thirds full with the pud- 
ding. Cover or tie pieces of heavy 
brewn paper over the tops of the 
moids and steam for six hours 
Cooks who have no steamer may 


come half-way up around the meid. 
Keep the water boiling very 
gently, and adi to it. from time 
to time, as it boils away.

Add the yolks of 12 eggs, weil 
beaten, and the whites of 10 eggs 
and one-fourth tonepoen: salt. Beat 
well together. 

Sift one-fourth teaspoon baking 

powder with one pound sugar and 
beat into batter.

Pour mixture into a buttered and 
floured cake pan; preferably one 
with steeple. Place cake in a cold 
oven, cover with brown paper and 
turn heat on low. Bake covered 
for-one hour. Remove cover and 
continue baking for one hour 
slowly. 

Icing for Christmas Cake. 

Mix together three cups sugar, 
one and one-half cups water and 
three teaspoons vinegar. 
When sugar is dissolved, cover 
and bring to boiling point.

Remove 
cover and cook until syrup forms 
a firm ball when dropped in cold 
water.

As though to atone for ancient 
niggardliness, Nature was pouring 
out a huge stream of oil. Prices of 
refined wefe falling. «Piants had 
multiplied. Profits were slippigg 
away. . The oil industry was a 
madhouse, John D. and his asso- 
ciates were puzzled. Some sort of 
control, of stabilization, was neces- 
sary? What to do? 

As though in answer to prayer 
came what seemed a solution! 

It was a plan that has been 
known to veteran of] men for 58 
years as the South (or Southern) 
Improvement Co. 

The plan originated with certain 
refiners in Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burg. 

, The organizers met secretly in 
Philadelphia during the late fall of 

1871 and invited Rockefeller and 
Flagler to join in a discussion of 
plans for “stabilizing” oil. It was 
proposed and agreed that the re- 
fining interests represented force 
the railroads to negotiate exclUsive 
contracts, providing special] privi- 
leges for transportation; rebates 
running to 50 per cent, daily ex- 
amination of railroad shipments. 
Also—and: this is the remarkable 
part—what excess other oil men 
paid, over and above the rate al- 
lowed the South Improvement re- 
finers, was to be paid by the rail- 
roads themselves into the eager 
pockets of the combination. This 
was the so-called “drawback.” 


Outsmarted. 


Why such hard-headed men as 

. H. Vanderbilt, Jay Gould and 
Tom Scott went into the arrange- 
ment is a mystery. But they did. 
There must have been a deal of 
persuasive power in Rockefeller 
and his associates. 

“IT told Billy not to have any- 
thing to do with that scheme,” said 
old Commodore Vanderbilt, wag- 
ging his head sadly. 

“They. were smart men, smarter 
than 1,’ admitted son Billy, wryly. 

The contracts with the railroads 
were signed, amid great secrécy, in 
January, 1872.

Trust Was Opportune. 


John D. recognized to the full 
that there is such a factor as the 
ripeness of time. If Columbus had 
not discovered America when he 
did, some other mariner would, for 
the time was ripe. If Rockefeller 
hadn't devisefi the trust idea when 
he did, somme other man would have 
devised it, for the trust time was 
ripe. 

Beyond all doubt. it was this as- 
tomishing ‘sense of ~- opportunism 
that made him master of the Cleve- 
land oi] industry in a month. 

John D. holds that, in 1872, it 
was economically essential for 
Standard Oil to absorb {ts rivals. 

“We always gave them choice of 
stock or cash,” he insista, “and we 
much preferred that they accept 
stock, We were aiways hard 
pressed for money. Our capital 
requirements outran our ability te 
borrow.” 

Chuckling, he adds: = 

“We had to do a lot of biiuffing 
with our checkbooks in those days. 
When our appraisers had set a 
value upon a property and the time 
had come to pass title, I would 
whip out our large checkbook and 
remark in an offhand way: ‘Will 
you have cash or stock? You may 
have cash if you wish, but; mark 
my words, certificates will prove 
more valuable.’ The majority took 
stock, and we were very much re- 


lieved.”

regions. The metropolitan refin- 
ers were led by H. H. Rogers of 
Charles Pratt & Co. He and Rocke- 
feller met first during this “Oil 
War of 1872.” 

It is difficult to believe that 
there was any particular warmth 
of personality contact between the 
two, but each recognized in the 
other a strong man. Soon, vrery 
soon, they were to join in a busi- 
ness alliance that was to last dur- 
ing the remainder of Rogers’ Jife. 

Another who fought South Im- 
provement bitterly and capably 
was John D. Archibald. He was 
an independent Creek refiner, an 
active, swaggering young man. 
Later, Archibald became one of 
Rockefeller’s right bowers in 
Standard Oil. |
